To regulate the Amount of Presentments by the Grand 
Jury ol the County of the City of Dublin, for Payment 
of the Clerks of the Peace of the said City.

and Cities in Ireland, except the Clerks of the Peace of 
the County of the City of Dublin, are now paid by Salaries : 

And whereas various Acts of Parliament have been from time to 
5 time passed, and arc now in force in Ireland, with respect to the 
compensations to be granted by Presentments of the Grand Jury of 
the County of the City of Dublin to the Clerks of the Peace of the 
said City, under which the amounts of the payments to such Clerks of 
the Peace are uncertain ; and it is expedient that such payments should 
ro in future be regulated in manner hereinafter mentioned; 16 ® it 
therefore by The QUEEN >s most Excellent Majesty, 

by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled and 
by the Authority of the same, THAT the Clerks of the Peace of the cterWlh. 
J5 county of the city of Dublin, for the payment or remuneration of cwn'n- 
whose duties, salaries or expenses any Presentment or Presentments •» ^°pdd b“ 
is or are required to be made by the Grand Jury of the said county £ 2 . 
of the city of Dublin, under any Act or Acts in force at the lime of 
the passing of this Act, shall, from and after the passing of this Act 
10 be paid and remunerated for all such duties and services by annua! 
salaries only (to be ascertained and determined in manner hereinafter 
mentioned), payable half-yearly at each January and July Sessions of 
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the Peace, by equal moieties ; and that from and after the pasting of 
this Act it shall not be lawful for the Grand Jury of the said county 
of the city of Dublin, in any case, to make Presentment of any sum 
or sums for the said Clerks of the Peace (save as is hercinaltev men- 
tioned) at any Quarter Sessions or presenting term to be held in any 
year in the said county of the city of Dublin, other than the amount 
of the annual salaries payable to the said Clerks ot the Peace uudei 
and by virtue of this Act; and that such sum or sums so presented, 
not exceeding in the whole the said annual sum tor each Clerk ot the 
Peace (to be ascertained and determined in manner hereinafter men- 
tioned), shall be in full and complete satisfaction and remuneration for 
all duties and services to be done and performed by the said Clerks ot 
the Peace in the execution of their office, for which any Presentment 
may lawfully be made by the Grand Jury ot the said city, under any 
Act or Acts in force immediately before the passing ot this Act, any 
thing in such Act or Acts, or any law, usage or custom to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

And be it Enacted, That the Clerks of the Peace of the county of 
the city of Dublin shall, within Three Months after the passing of 
this Act, make out a full and complete account of all sums received 
by them, or either of them, as such Clerks of the Peace, in payment 
and remuneration of the duties and services done and performed by 
them in the execution of their office during the last Seven Years; and 
they shall lay such account before the Recorder of the said city, in 
open court; and it shall be lawful for the said Recorder to examine 
the said Clerks of the Peace, or either of them, upon oath (which 
oath the said Recorder is hereby empowered to administer), as to any 
of the sums contained in the said account, and to omit or reject such 
of the said sums as to him shall seem fit ; and when the accuracy of 
the said account shall have been proved to the satisfaction of the said 
Recorder, he shall proceed to ascertain and determine the average 
amount of the sums paid to each of the said Clerks of the Peace in 
each of the said years, and shall certify the amount so paid to each 
of the said Clerks' of the Peace as aforesaid, and shall sign same, and 
shall cause a copy of the amount, so signed and certified as aforesaid, 
to be delivered to the said Clerks of the Peace, to be by them pre- 
served among the records of the city of Dublin ; and the sum so 
certified by the said Recorder to be the average amount of the sums 
received by the said Clerks of the Peace during each of the said 
years, shall, from and after the passing of this Act, be and bo deemed 
and taken to be the annual salary payable to each of the said Clerks 
of the Peace in satisfaction and remuneration of the duties and 
services to be done and performed by them in the execution of their 
said office.

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And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the Grand Gmnijury 
Jury of the said county of the city of Dublin, and they are hereby JJfioySriy 
required to present the sum of Two hundred Pounds to the Clerks of lort,lo °x- 

] lenses ot the 

the Peace of the said city, payable half-yearly at each January and office of the 
5 July Sessions of the Peace, in equal moieties, as and for all expenses reace, L. ie 
to be incurred by the said Clerks of the Peace in the execution of their 
said office; and the said sum of Two hundred Pounds-, so presented 
as aforesaid, shall be over and above the annual salary (to be ascer- 
tained and determined in manner hereinbefore mentioned), payable to 
io each of the said Clerks of the Peace, and shall be in full and complete 
satisfaction and remuneration of all expenses to be incurred by the 
said Clerks of the Peace in the discharge of the duties of their said 
office. 

And be it Enacted, That in case of any insufficient discharge or 
15 neglect of duty by the said Clerks of the Peace, it shall and may be 
lawful for the Grand Jury of the county of the city of Dublin, at the 
January or July Sessions of the Peace, to be held in any year in the 
said city, with the express sanction of the Court, and not otherwise, to 
present any sum or sums, less in the whole than the amount of the 
20 annual salaries (to he ascertained and determined in manner herein- 
before mentioned) of the said Clerks of the Peace ; and also to with- 
hold and refuse to make any presentment whatever at any such Ses- 
sions of the Peace, for the said Clerks of the Peace, us shall seem fit 
to the said Grand Jury, under the express sanction of the Court, and 
25 not otherwise. 

And be it Enacted, 1 lmt when, from and after the passing of this The survivor 
Act, any vacancy shall arise in tbo office of Clerk of the Peace of the Sta'S,"’ 
county of the city of Dublin, by the death, resignation or removal of 
either of the persons who now hold the office of Clerks of the Peace JJ 1 “ "*'“y 
30 of tire said city, tiro survivor of the said persons shall ho the sole 4 m

and it shall and may bo lawful for the Grand Jury of the said county

Grand Jury to present for the said Clerk of the Peace at any Quarter 10 
Sessions or presenting term to be held in the said city, any sum or 
sums other than the amount of the said annual .salary of 
Pounds , and the said sum of Two hundred Pounds, as hereinbefore 
provided. 

And be it Enacted, That nothing herein contained shall extend or 15 
be construed to extend to alter or repeal the provisions of an Act 
passed in the second and third years of the reign of his late Majesty 
King William the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to amend the Repre- 
sentation of the People of Ireland,” whereby the Grand Jury of 
the county of the city of Dublin are required to present the sums 20 
necessarily disbursed by the Clerks of the Peace of the said city, in 
making, - printing and posting the alphabetical lists of persons qua- 
lified to vote in the said city. 

AND whereas the Clerks of the Peace of the county of the city of 
Dublin have received, and claim to be entitled to have and receive 25 
certain sums by way of fees, heretofore paid to them by usage and 
custom, and it is expedient that all such fees should be abolished; 

BE it therefore Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act 
it shall not be lawful for the said Clerks of the Peace, or either of 
them, or for the person who shall be the sole Clerk of the Peace of 30 
the said city, to demand or take such customary or other fees, or any 
fees not granted to him or them by Act of Parliament ; and the 
annual salaries hereinbefore provided for the said Clerks of the Peace, 
and for the sole Clerk of the Peace of the said city, shall be and be 
deemed to be in full and complete satisfaction and remuneration for 35 
all duties and services to be done and performed, and for all fees or 
emoluments, heretofore received by the said Clerks of the Peace in 
the execution of their said office, any law', usage or custom to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed by 
any Act to be passed in this present Session of Parliament. 
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
